Platt Exhibition Excites 
Interest in LAA’s 
Historic Art Gallery 

The Lyme Art Association presented a 
special exhibition from October 28, 2005 
through March 4, 2006 entitled A Place 
for Art celebrating the life and works of 
Charles A. Platt, artist and architect of 
the LAA Gallery which opened in 1921. 
The exhibition culminated a 2 year 
fund-raising campaign which to date has 
raised nearly $100,000 for improvements 
and restorations. “The Platt exhibition 
launched the continued member and 
public giving phase of the campaign,” 
states Jamie Murphy, who has led the 
Platt Building campaign. “The goal is 
to reach $250,000 by the end of 2006. 
Our hope is that all LAA artists will sup- 
port the campaign in the same spirit as 
the founding artists who nearly a century 
ago raised all the money themselves to 
build our historic building, which is on 
the National Historic Registry.

The Artistic Planning and Exhibition 
Committee (APEC) is comprised mostly 
of Elected and Associate Artists. One 
of our primary jobs is listening to, and 
acting on the concerns of our nearly 700 
Associate Artists. Mike Greene, an As- 
sociate Artists and APEC member, orga- 
nized an Associate’s “wine and cheese” 
night on January 26th to do just that. It 
was well attended and sparked a good 
deal of lively and beneficial discussion. 

One of the hot topics is the issue 
of juried vs. guaranteed works. APEC is 
reviewing what may constitute the best 
policy to both maintain quality and pro- 
vide exhibition opportunities for all its 
members. Also discussed was creating 
more “meet and critique” nights where 
artists can meet one another, talk about 
their work, and share ideas. A number 
of artists felt these critique nights can be 


very informal and don’t require expert or 
professional artists to provide comment, 
unless others felt this was beneficial. 

Another important topic was garner- 
ing more volunteer support by Associate 
Artists, including minding the front desk 
during exhibitions as well as helping 
on other activities from receiving day to 
opening night. Volunteer sign-up sheets 
were handed out and many in attendance 
signed-up to volunteer. Remember it’s 
never too late to sign up. 

Overall, the evening was time well 
spent with artists meeting artists and shar 
ing their ideas. APEC meets monthly, on 
the first Monday of each month at 4pm 
and is open to all EAA members, please 
feel free to contact me or the office to get 
on the monthly agenda or let us know 
you will be sitting in. Your input helps us 
serve all of our artist members.
